The same is true ns to whisky, and it 
is felt that a serious blunder has been 
committed by the secretary of the 
treasury in declaring Unit wool in 
warehouses etin be withdrawn free of 
duty. This decision makes n present 
lo the owners of wool in bond of near-

needs sorely at this time, and will be 
BtiU more in need of hereafter- 


It Is said by customs experts, who 


would not dare to be quoted in criti- 
cism of their superiors, that there is no 
provision in the new tariff bill for the 
free admission of wool entered prior to 
the enactment to thu present law, but 
as the benefits all go to the importer 
und the government is the sufferer, it 
is not believed that the legality of rul- 
ing will he tested in courts.

We will let all of those tilings pass, 
however, for the present, and talk 
about mammals. What? Never heard 
of mammals? 
Well, yon have seen 


them often enough. Mammals nre the 
higher order of vertebrates, whose 
yimng are born alive and who draw 
nonrisbmcnt 
from 
their 
mothers' 


breasts during their infancy. 
The bl- 


mana, quadrnuiana, canine, feline and 
other high orders of vertebrates are 
mammals." 


All of this stndy of /oology eamo tip 


l>y reason of the question propounded 
by the 'scientist at the Smithsonian: 
"Did yon ever hear of a mammal that 
laJ"s f'fTtfs'''" 


A great many 
peoplo assume to 


"know it all." and thereby fail to learn 
much. 
It was my good fortune to as- 


certain early in life that the only way 
to get information In this world is to 
confess ignorance on all subjects—and 
ask questions. So I said: "No, 1 never 
heard of such ft mammal. Is there a 
family of cffg--!aying mammals?" 


"Oh yes," replied 
the 
scientist, 


"there nre several mammal families uf 
that kind. Every one, apparently, im- 
agines that all mammals—that is to 
say, 
crentures which 
suckle 
their 


young—bring- them forth alive; and, 
correspondingly, the popular notion Is 
that nil other nnimnts lower down In 
tho scale of creation— birds, reptiles 
nnd so forth — invariably reproduce 
their speeies by laying eggs, to be sul>- 
sefjueiHly hatebed and to bring forth 
olTsprinjr. 
Xow neither of these prop- 


ositions is correct. In the first place a 
very great many of the animals that 
are classed below the mammals bring- 
forth their young alive. This is the 
case, in faet, with a liirg-e number of 
species. 
For example, some of the 


sharks hear living offspring. There is 
even a whole family of Italics on the 
California coast, railed the 'surf fishes,' 
which always bear living young-. 
Also 


Iheiv are not n few snakes whose young- 
arc l)o]-n alive, and likewise some- liz- 
ards. 
So, yon st'i'. it is by no means 


true that the lower vertebrates arc all 
egg layers. Nay, more; a number of 
kinds of insects bring tholr young liv- 
ing into the world, ns do the maggots, 
which drop their progeny alive in car- 
rion.

u n t i l within a very few years that

view, this animal Is. The eggs it layr 
closely resemble turtle egg-, thrco- 
Jtourths of anincli long by one-half Inch 
the other way. and covered by a. tough, 
white flexible pod. 
No satisfactory In- 


formation has been obtained so far re- 
specting the Incubation of'these eggs, 
but there Is no doubt that they are 
hutched somewhat as hen's eggs are, 
by the warmth of the parent's body. 


"The 
marsupials are 
funny mam- 


mals," said tho scientist. 
"They are 


found exclusively in Australia, "with 
the single exception of tho opossum 
family in North and South America. 
The marsupials uro mammals who car- 
ry their young In pouches. One funny 
thing about the mammals of Australia 
Is that, although they possess nothing 
akin to tho mammals of other conti- 
nents, with the 
exceptions named, 


they seem to mimic In an extraordinary 
fashion the beasts of countries else- 
where. This mimicry extends not only 
to habits, but t he very appearance of 
the creatures. Somo of thorn look liUo 
wolves, others like mice, still others 
like squirrels or moles, and so on. 
While somo are carnivorous, like tho 
wolf abroad, others nro insect entcrB, 
as moles arc, and others yot arc her- 
bivorous, like sheep. In short, these 
queer unimnls, BO unlike those of all 
other lands, seem to try to imitate In 
their ways and appearance those to 
which we Americans are uceustomed. 


"Tho new-born babies of these mar- 


supial mammals are so very small that 
thoy ure wonders In the w'orld of sci- 
ence. The kangaroo mother may be 
six feet tall, but her babies are not 
much larger than good sized peanuts. 
There is nothing to a baby kangaroo 
but a weo, tiny head, nnd a good diges- 
tive apparatus. The little bits of anna 
nnd fore-feet gradually develop into 
sight, but thoy never become very 
large, while the big hind legs grow- 
rapidly, and very soon the little fel- 
lows are hopping about exploring the 
big world for themselves. When a 
kangaroo gets about ns big us an or- 
dinary rat, It asks neither aid nor nd- 
vice from Its mamma, hut just hops 
away and makes its own living. Tho 
kangaroo family is funny. 


"Hut, small us tho baby kangaroos 


are, yon should see the new-born opos-

Bums. They arc no bigger than beans; 
just about as long nnd round 03 ordina- 
ry white beans before they are sonked 
and baked. 
Their little tails a-e 


wrapped nbou t them,and they just sleep 
and sleep for several weeks, until thoy 
are able to hop about and take Inven- 
tories of their surroundings. Thoy nro 
more affectionate than the kangaroos, 
becnuso thoy are so helpless. They 
cling to their mammas, and depend 
upon them fora long time before they 
seek their own independent livings. 
It Is perfectly natural for them to 
'play dead' when strangers come near 
them. Even when they are only two 
weeks old, and have just opened their 
little eyes, they will curl up and seem 
dead to the world when nny member 
of the human family approaches or 
picks them up. 


"I hope that you have been Interest- 


ed in this story of tho peculiar mam- 
mals," said my scientific friend, "and I 
hope Hint you will tell your readers 
about them, because very HtUe Is 
known to the general public concern- 
Ing them. You might also state that 
there Is n problem in natural history, 
in geology as well ns in zoology, con- 
cerning tho isolation of these mar- 
supials. Nobody 3ret knows how tho 
marsupials becamo isolated In Aus- 
tralia, while only the opossum man- 
aged to reach America. While the sur- 
face of the ourth was still in a forma- 
tive stage, and while there w-ere vol- 
canic eruptions forming mountains and 
islands, 
these families of mammals 


were left in one part of the world; but 
noboih-knows how or why. 
Some of 


your younger readers may solve the

A St. Petersburg letter'says that it 


bus been dccreed-by the c«ir's govern- 
ment that Siberia is too good for con- 
victs, and as soon as the new Trans- 
t>iberin raiiwny has penetrated 
its 


gloomy depths it will bo turned into a 
'paradise" for agricultural settlers mid 
mining sharps, while nihilists nnd oth- 
er refractory members of Russian soci- 
ety will in the future be accommodated 
on the island of Sagahlln, oft tho coast 
of Russian Manchuria, tho eastern ter- 
minus (.{ the e/.ar's possessions, north 
of Japan. 
So revolting and horrible to 


civilized nations is Sug-ahlin that the 
cznr consented to its adoption as an 
open air prison only after the assassi- 
nation of Carnot and the discovery of 
the recent plots against his own life. 
Tlie people and the convicts of Siberia 
never speak of the island oJicr than 
"the hell of Haghalin." and its climate 
is said to be so much worse than that 
of Siberia as to rob this appellation of 
un exaggerated character, even in the 
mouths of these lost ones. The Island 
is separated from the main land bv the 
C.ulf of Tartary, and its eastern coast 
is washed by the Sea of Okhotsk. 
The 


governor of Manchuria has reported 
that a human bejng not born on the 
island cannot live more than a year 
there. There is no means of escape ex- 
cept in the winter, when, if u prisoner 
can manage to make his way one hun- 
dred miles north from the prison, It Is 
possible to reach the main land over 
the Ice. The ice bridge is guarded; 
still, two or three prisoners have es- 
caped by dodging behind masses of 
snow and Ice, or, what is far more prob- 
able, by bribing officials. At the pres- 
ent moment the most interesting colo- 
nist of Sagahlin Is Sophia llluhstein, u 
full-blooded Russian, in spite of her 
(lerman name. She tirstachicvcdcrim- 
inal renown by pressing her attentions 
upon the shah of 1'ersia during the 
hitter's visit to St. Petersburg. Sophie 
hud avowedly no intention of adding 
his majesty to her list of admirers, but 
sought his acquaintance merely for the 
purpose of relieving him, if possible, of 
some of his diamonds. She- was foiled 
In her elfurts, but succeeded In having 
her private car attached to the shah's 
fipuciat train. For this piece of enter- 
prise sho was banished to Siberia for a 
year, and while there organized n band 
of cutthroats and robbers whose ser- 
vices she controlled on the continent 
after thetr terms had expired. She is 
said to lie the sharpest criminal living, 
and in sending her to Saghalin the Rus- 
sian government claims to have con- 
ferred n lasting bcnelit upon tho 
wealthy classes.
